A wew railway ordinance providing for 
the laying of a street-car track on Lake 
street was introduced into the City Council 
Monday night, and it is believed at the in- 
stance of the West Division Railroad Com- 
pany. The ordinance provides for the usual 
rate of fare, five cents, but for the privilege of 
laying and operating the tracks it provides 
that the Company shall keep sixtéen feet in 
the middle of the street in repair, and pay a 
license of $50 per car to the city for the aver- 
age number of cars which it will run on the 
street daily. It further provides that the 
railroad company shall pay half the cost of 
a new four-track bridge to be operated by 
steam over the river at Lake street, and also 
pay $1,000 per annum for operating the 
bridge and Keeping it in repair. The propo- 
sitions of the Company are so liberal that 
some of the Aldermen, and many who are 
not Aldermen, are much aurpr! sed.

CASUALTIES. 


TRAIN WRECKED. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribun-. 

WILkesBARRE, Pa., Nov. 16.—A little af tor 10 
o’clock this morning an accommodation-train on 
the Lehigu Valley Road left Pittston for this 
city. There were two coaches attached, and 
these contained about twenty passengers. The 
train was in charge of a freight crew, the regu- 
lar hands having been detailed on a special ex- 
cursion-train to New York. After crossing a 
bridge located at Mill Creek, about two miles 
from this city, the locomotive suddenly left the 
track and went headiong towards the ‘bottom of 
an embankment forty feet deep. The en- 
gine halted about half way; the tender 
turned a complete somerset and landed 
bottom upwards several feet below. The first 
coach, containing most of the passengers, was 
buried over upon ita side. The stove was upset, 
and the coals set fire to the car, which was quick- 
ly enveloped in flames. The other coach simply 
feft the track. Several laborers in the vicinity 
hurried to the scene of the disaster to aid those 
in distress... When they arrived the scene was 
indeéscribably terrible. Men were forcing their 
way out of the burning coach, while women, 
sercaming at the top of their voices, 
were madly following thom. Several children 
were’ huried from the windows, where they 
were rescued by outsiders. The escaping steam 
trom the locomotive joined the black smoke of 
the burning cur and veiled the wreck. 

Those who came to render aid worked dili- 
gentjy. The engine was mounted as soon as 
possible and search made for the engineer and 
fireman. The former was found jummed 
against the side of the cab terribly scalded, and 


witha broken shoulder. His name is Henry 
Murphy. The fireman, John Sweeny, was dis- 
covered in a senseless condition, horribly scaid- 
ed, the flesh peeling off from two-thirds of his 
body. He cannot recover. Thomas McMahon, 
a brakeman, was killed outright. Putrick 
Manaman, another brakeman, was frightfully, 
if not fatally scalded.

Alarming Extent of the Adulteration 


of These Articles. 


How the Staff Is Put Up.and Sold to 


Consumers as Genuine. 


Fifteen Bogus Butter Factories Running 
Full Blast in Chicago. ~ 


An Urgent Need for Legislative Inter- 
ference. 


The article published in Tun SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
in regard to iard and tallow butter and acid- 
treated and ndulterated cheese has attracted a 
great deal of attention, and caused considerable 
inquiry to be made as to whe is selling the stuff 
in this city. It ie a fact, which cannot be suc- 
cessfully refuted, that nearly every consumer 
of butter cheese in Chicago is being im- 
posed upon as to the quality of the articie pur- 
enased. With the exception of a very few first- 
class grocers, aii of them are selling butter. of 
which at least 50 per cent is lard. And this 
statement is made thus broadly because a 


TRIBUNE reporter bas taken the pains to in- 


quire into the matter. There is nothing abso- 
lutely. startling in this statement, because 
the stuff sold as butter, when new and fresh, 
is not in the least injurious. Bot 
it is a fact that this mixture cannot be sold in 
New York, Massachusetts, Delaware, Ohio, and 
other States without being properly branded. 
In this State there is no law against this system 
of adulteration, and it is a shame that there is 
not, for it is deception to sell to a consumer a 
compound as first-class creamery or dairy but- 
ter when it is in fact 50 to 66 per cent pure lard, 
with a slight admixture of the butterine sub- 
stance extracted from tallow. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday spent several 
hours among the commission men, butter and 
cheese dealers, on South Water street, and from 
them tie extracted a good deal of in- 
formation in regard to the subject. 
A number cf the gentiemen spoken to were 
averse tO appesering in print on the subject 
at all. You see,” said one of these parties, 


this adulteration of butter and cheese has 


burt the commission business on the street. 
There is no sense in selling this stuff which is 
known in the East as ‘ butterine’ or ‘ suine,’ as 
dairy butter; or as creamery. There is no ob- 
jection to its consumption if people like it, but 
the consumer should not be deceived. It hurts 
the farmer, it kills honest trade, and the public 
is not Sbenefited by it. Let every consumer 
know what he is buying. There ought to bea 
stringent law governing the subject. The 
Thurbers atone time played it sharp in New 


York. They floodedjthe market with oleomargar- 


ine, and it was found that the stuff was ariving 
honest butter out of the market. The detect- 
ives of the butter interest fell to work and 
hauled up a lot of grocery-men who sold the 
preparation fur butter. Finding that trouble was 
ahead for them, the Thurbers branded their 
manufacture as ‘oleomargarine,’ as required 
by law, and they have been doing an immense 
— — — — 15 far as 1 , 
only e who have made money ou 
butter corrected from tallow.”’ 
. “ Yes, sir,” said another gentleman, “ cheese 8 
made of oil and fat, not very clean oil or fat 
either, and it is so. doctored that it is thrown 
upon the market as pure cream cheese. I can't 
say that it is healthful, and I am not itive 
that it is unbealthful, but I'll be bi if I'd 
like to eut it. They use a com nd to prevent 
butting, or swelling up, which is a fault with 
skim-milk d this vile stuff will eat 
through the oak staves of a barrel. Now, that 
can't be healthy. Théy take all the fatty matter 
from milk and then replace it with this 
lard-oil, oleomargarine, or other substance, 
and manufacture a cheese put upon the market 
as first-class creamery. And this thing. I am 
sorry to say, is carried on largelyin this vicinity 
—even so near to us as Elgin.

forit unless the people of the t Northwest 
stop eating cheese and butter. But the Legisia- 
ture should step in to the relief of the commu- 
nity and enact a law against adulteration.

Lard is not a healthful diet 
anyhow, and to eat it mixed with a part of but- 
ter does not, in my opinion, improve its life- 
givine qualities.”

plan is specious and plausible. It will need 
close watching in Congress. The United 


‘States Government has never before been 


asked to appropriate money for a public 
work outside of its own domam. The 
fact that Eads will not demand 
his money till the railway is done does not 
seriously affect the question. But there is 
danger also at this point. It is the first step 
that costs. The railway might be a partial 
or temporary success but a practical failure, 
as itis suspected the jetty system may yet 
prove to be; but long before that fact could 
be definitly ascertained, Capt. Eads would 
have his money and would be ‘building more 
castles in Spain. 


EVERYBODY knows, in an indefinit way, 
who John Kelly is, but his past is a blank to 
the great majority of his fellow-countrymen. 
It is a mistake, in the first place, to suppose 
that he is an Irishman born. He first saw 
light in New York City, April 21, 1821, and 
is eligible to the Presidency if he can be 
elected. As long ago as 1851 he became 
known as a low typeof ward politician. 
Some chance gave him in 1858 the nomina- 
tion for Alderman to represent Mott and 
Baxter streets. II. higher and went to 
Congress for two terms, and his name is duly 


embalmed in the Congressional Directory. 


In 1859 he Was nominated and elected Sheriff 
Jon an anti-Tammany and Reform ticket. 
This lasted him three years, when he was in- 
eligible for for three more; but 
he ran again as soon as the law allowed, hav- 
ing previously sold out to Tweed, and was 
reélected. After the expiration of each of 


‘Kelly’s terms as Sheriff he spent three 


years in settling up “‘unfinished business,“ 
for which he was well paid, so that his rec- 
ord as an officeholder stands:

SURPLUS GRAIN FOR EXPORT. 

Itis now certain that cvery pound of sur- 
plus grain raised in the United States the 
past season will find a ready market in Eu- 
rope. We believe it equally certain that the 
prices American breadstuffs will bring next 
winter in European markets will not only be 
high, but probably higher than at any pre- 
vious time. In few of the grain-growing 
districts of Europe has the present crop been 
such as to furnish an excess above the wants 
of their own people. Few have produced 
sufficient even to meet their own domestic 
demands, and in many large purchases from 
abroad will be absolutely required to pre- 
vent want, or to save their people from im- 
pending famine. “We recall no previous 
year in which Buropean crops, as a Whole, 
have been more inadequate for the necessi- 
ties ef its population, or in which the pros- 
pect of good prices for American grain has 
been more flattering. 

In reaching this conclusion, we leave out 
of sight any chances of war now existing. 
if hostilities shouid occur during the next 
year, the demand for our grain and the prices 
we shall receive will of course be largely in- 
creased, and this increase will be in propor- 
tion to the extent the war may assume. It 
is not probable, however, that there will be 
hostile disturbances of any serious magni- 
tude. The chronic troubles of the Balkan 
Peninsula will no doubt continue. They 
may even be more serious than usual, but, 
under any circumstances liable to happen, 
their ipfiuence in raising the prices of grain 
‘will be so small that it need not be consid- 
ered. The best information at our disposal, 
notwithstanding the conflicting opinions 
which reach us from Europe, leads us to be- 
lieve that the Sultan, after his usual dilatory 
action, will yield to the demands of the great 
Powers, and cede to Greece the territory 
which the Berlin Conference exacted. If we 
are correct in this, the positive prediction 


may be made that there will be no war in 


Europe during the ensuing twetve months. 
No other country desires war, or will, if it 
can be avoided, give any pretext for war. 
We base our opinion as to the future demand 
for our grain in Europe, and the prices we 
shall realize, solely upon the fact that its 
crops are insufficient to meet the imperative 
necessities of its own people. 4

Before Russia can again become our rival 
she must find some means to destroy the in- 
sects which ruin her crops, and which have 
acquired a permanent \abita in ber 
fields. So far, the efforts she has made to 
find a remedy for these pests has been with- 
out success. Itis due to their ravages that 
Russian crops this year are so inaflequate, 
and that the prices of bread in many parts of 
Russia are even now almost.beyond the re- 
sources of her laboring people. By the latest 
advices at hand the cost of rye-bread in St. 
Petersburg has advanced 100 percent. In 
Moscow and other large cities of the Empire 
the price of this staple necessity is rapidly 
rising in the same proportion. The popula- 
tion of many of the most productive prov- 
inces are now so destitate that the Govern- 
ment has been forced to take measures to 
supply seed grain for the next crop, while in 
some of these it has already expended large 
sums for feeding the people. 

The Russian Messager Officiel has just 
published a statement showfhg that bad har- 
vests are to be found throughout the entire 
provinces of Catherinoslav, Samara, and 
Kherson, and that the same calamity hag oc- 
curred in the greater portions of Taurus, 
Saratof, Simbirsk, Tchernigof, Tombof, 
Koursk, Penza, and Poltava. These cover 
nearly the entire southern and southeastern 
portions of Russia, They form the larger 
part of the region wirich lrfas heretofore sup- 
plied the grain exported from Odessa. The 
same deficiency exists in the Western 
provinces of Novgorod. Pskof, Smolensk, 
and St. Petersburg. The provinces, with 
some exceptions, in which harvests have 
been good are those producing ordinarily 
little more than sufficient for their own local 
needs, and they have not this r passed 
their usual average. There is a Surplus in 
Bessarabia, Vollimia, Esthonia, Kief, Kowno, 
Kielee, Lonza, Radow, and Siedice, but in 
most of these provinces this surplus is 
small, and wholly inadequate to 
meet the . necessities of other  por- 
tions of the Empire. It has been 
recommended by some Russian author- 
ities that the Government prohibit the ex- 
portation of grain during the present year. 
This has so far been refased. Whether such 
prohibition is attempted or not is of minor 
Importance! The fact exists that there is a 
large deficiency in breadstuifs in Europe, 
and that ours is the only country which can 
supply it. 

So longas the insect pestto which we 
have referred is to be found in Russia she 
cannot expect to raise grain in future for ex- 
port, and ready sale at remunerative prices 
for the surplus we may hereafter produce 
can be confidently expected. Russia out of 
the question, the remainder of Europe will 
be forced to buy from us. These facts are 
now well recognized in Russia, where the 
destruction of the insects so ruinous to the 
crops of the country is almost despaired of. 
It is probably due to this condition of affairs 
that the concession of a railway from 
Catherinenberg to Tinmene, in West- 
ern Siberia, was recently signed by 
the Emperor, and that preparations 
for building the road are being rapidly 
pushed forward. The project for its con- 
struction had been urged for years by Rus- 
sian statesmen, but it had been repeatedly 
rejected by the Czar on account of the con- 
dition of the financés of the Empire. The 
experience of the past agricultural season 
was necessary to show that the scheme could 
no longer be postponed, and to induce the 
Emperor to yield his assent, notwithstanding 
the present depleted state of the Russian 
Treasury. The road is eventually to run the 
entire length of Siberia. It will unite the 
valleys of the Volga and Amoor Rivers, and 
thus open to market one of the largest and 
richest wheat-growing districts of the world. 
Until the larger part of this road is finished, 
and the country through which it passes is 
fully settled and developed, our good fortune 
of the last and the present years in the ready 
sale of all the grain we can produce will 
more than probably be annually repeated. 


NAVIGATION OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 

We have repeatedly pointed out the deep 
interest which this city has in baving the 
navigation of the Mississippi River so im- 
proved and permanently maintained that it 
will at all times furnish a cheap, direct, and 
| sufficient route from the Northwest to the 
ocean. Chicago is not opposed to liberal ap- 
propriations and expenditures by the Govern- 
ment for that purpose. The capacity of the 
river route to supply any demand for trauspor- 
tation, especially of grain, to the seaboard is 
absolutely necessary for the protection of the | 
producers against the confiscation of the 
combined railway companies, The average 
rate for transportating grain from St. Louis 
by barge to New Orleans is six cents per 
bushel, against the six cents by lake and 
seven cents by canal from Chicago to New 
York, and both routes when open serve as a 
restraint upon the exactions of the railway 
routes. 


while there may never be a bushel of wheat 
go down the river, the fact that the river may 
at any time be used for the transportation of 
grain is of itself a permanent defense against 
railroad extortion. 

We called attention some time ago to the 
praiseworthy enterprise shown at St. Louis 
in the establishing of a line of barges 
for the carriage of grain from that city 
to New Orleans. The plan was that a fleet of 
three, four, or five of these barges should be 
loaded every morning with wheat and taken 
in tow bya steamer, be carried down to 
New Orleans at.a rate for freight per bushel 
80 low that the whole grain of the Mississip- 3 
pi Valléy would pour in an almost contin- 
uous stream to the guif, and thence be dis- 
tributed t all parts of the globe. Several 
months have elapsed, and unfortunately 
some difficulties are found to exist in the 
success of the scheme; but, as these diffi- 
culties are trifling in themselves, an 
enterprising city like St. Louis will 
not permit them to defeat one of those great 
revolutions in trade which are imperial in 
their extent, and the effects of which, in this 
instance, affect the welfare of every people 
on earth who eat bread. The difficulties are 
three in number: two immediate and direct, 
and the other prospective and contingent. 

The first of these ts, that the barges being 
now built, there is no grain at St. Louis for 
them to carry,—that is, there is no person in 
St. Louis willing to buy the grain and send it 
to New Orleans. Unless, therefore, some of 
our Chicago merchants shall undertake to 
fill an orderfrom Europe for wheat, by or- 
dering it sent from St. Louis and thence to 
Liverpool via New Orleans, the barges are 
not likely to find any business. Unfortu- 
nately, however, for any expectation of re-

trust that the I/linois delegation in Congress 


will overlook any predilection they may have 
for making Cairo the practical head of navi- 
gation and trade on the Mississippi River, 
and give freely of their labor and their votes 
for a most liberal expenditure of money to 
supply that river with an untailing supply of 
water between St. Louis and Cairo. The im- 
mense capital invested in the barge line 
should not be permitted to be destroyed for 
the mere want of water in the river. St. 
Louis is, moreover, one of the great cities of 
the country; she has vast trade and com- 
merce, and @ population so large that it re- 
auired three separate efforts to count it; 
‘she is situated on one of the great natural 
highways to the ocean; she has the right to 
demana that that highway be maintained free 
and unobstructed; she has as lawful a claim 
that the river be supplied with a sufficiency 
of water for navigation by barges as she 
would haye to demand that all bars and 
snags which obstruct navigation be removed. 

As we have said before and many a time, 
Chicago is directly and deeply interested, as 
well as all the people of the Northwest, in 
having the Mississippi River permanently 
navigable at all seasons, and for the largest 
boats; and we therefore appeal to the Con- 
gressional Representatives of Illinois, and of 
all the Northwestern States, to vote all the 
money needed tosupply that river with water 
enough that the largest barges when loaded 
may travel safely to and from St. Louis in 
the trade with New Orleans. 

e “SECULARIZATION. * 

A very small number of people in this 
country seem to be completely possessed with 
the notion that there is such an association 
between the Church and the State in our 
Government as threatens the future liberties 
of the American Nation. Nothing less than 
such a conviction could warrant the devotion 
of so much time and attention as they give to 
the work of “ secularization,’’ which is the 


latest term adopted to describe the reform in | 


view. Some months ago the so-called Lib- 
eral League” held a convention in Chicago 
which terminated in a row, after degenerat- 
ing into a defense of the right to circulate obe 
scene literature; and within a day or two an- 
other association with National pretensions 


has been formed here with the avowed pur- 


pose of divorcing the State from the Church. 
The initial meeting of the new Assgciation 
developed the same capacity for dissension 
and conflict which usually pertains to trans- 
cendental reformers. Nevertheless a plat- 
form was adopted, committees were ap- 
pointed, and work was laid out that might be 
utilizedto better advantage. 

The American people in mass are wofully 
ignorant of the impending evil which is so 
acutely apprehended by the secularizers.“ 
There are no signs anywhere of Church ag- 
gression that create alarm in the mind of.the 
wayfaring.man. Most persons are able to go 
to sleep undisturbed by the thought that the 
next Legislature Will probably be opened 
with prayer, or tat Congress has a Chaplain 
who enjoys little distinction and less pay for 
a modicum of servi No vision of inquisi- 
torial proceedings, disturbs the average 
American, nor is there any keen apprehen- 
sion of clerical encroachments upon civil 
liberty. It is not generally believed that re- 
ligious services in penitentiaries are going to 
do any injury to the bodies or souls of the 
convicts who assist at them merely as a part 
of the routine in prison life, The army chap- 
lain nas never yet evinced any inclination to 
direct the movement of the troops on the bat- 
tlefield, nor is there, as a rule, any evidence 
of a predominating religious spirit in the 
legislation of the country. In fact, one of 
the least troubles of common people is that 
which appears to distress this small coterie 
of reformers the most. 

The following was submitted as a defini- 
tion of the meaning and scope of “seculari- 
zation’: —

There are but two propositions in this 
scheme which would commend themselves 
to the publie attention under any circum- 
stances, and only one of real importance. 
Many people will agree that the reading of 
the Bible is foreign to the purpose of the 
public-school system, and that it might be 
omitted without detfiment to the usefulness 
of the schools, partly because it has excited 


some sectional protest, but chiefly because it 


is done in parrot-fashion and is far beyond 
the understanding of those who listen to it. 
Even this question, however, is not calculated 
to harrow up the souls of practical people, 
and it ean be safely trusted to the decision of 
local sentiment wherever it is given the dig- 
nity of an issue, There are economic rea- 
sons why the practice of exempting church 
property from-taxatign should be abandoned, 
and a reform in this respect might be urged 
to advantage if it were based upon such 
grounds and separated from the other hobbies 
to which the Liberalists are committed. It is 


not to be doubted ‘that much - injustice 


and some fraud is practiced under the pre- 
vailing system of exemption, and progress has 
been made toward reform in communities 
where the issue has been properly presented. 
To put it upon an avowed anti-religious 
basis, however, is to court the special and 
combined opposition of all ehurch denomi- 
nations, and to alienate the sympathies of 
many persons who would -otherwise take an 
economic view of the matter.

The mistake which the aggressive anti- 
religious people seem to make is, that they 
give an undue prominence fo their own 
theories of negation. The basis of govern- 
ment in this country is that the majority 
shall rule. While the majority of our peo- 
ple are unquestionably opposed to an al- 
liance of Church and State in any tangible 
form, there ean be no reasonable doubt that 
the great bulk of the American peo- 
ple have a genuine respect for religious 
influences, and are uncompromisingly hostile 
to any movement which’ looks to the destruc- 
tion thereof. Reverence for sincere religious 
devotion and confidence in the mission of 
religious societies as a whole may be said 
to be characteristic of. the American people. 
Of those who do not go to church, probably 


ba large majority believe that church-going is 


a good habit. Not one man among a thou- 
sand can be found whe condemns the inof- 
fensive recognition of religious influences 
which is‘given by the laws of the Nation and 
the various States. The secularizing in- 
fluences at work among the churches them- 
selves, which are seeking to substitute moral 
precept for mere dogma, promoted and ex- 
pounded by men like Swing and Thomas, are 
doing more to bring intolerance and super 
stitution into eontempt than can be ac- 
complished by any organized attacks on 
religion which display equal intolerance, if 
not so much superstition. Indeed, the benefit 
of these liberal influences is largely neutral- 
ized by the professional liberalists and 
secularists who obtrude their theories upon 
public policy, and who could easily find bet- 
ter employment for their time and talent, 
— 
A SENSIBLE DEMOCRAT. 

It is —4— refreshing to encounter any 
expression of opinion from a Democratic 
source that is not dictated by obtuse and 
selfish partyism.

Mr. Hagar, the Librarian, reported the follow- 
ing accessions since Oct. 17: Bound volumes, 84; 
unbound volumes and pamphbiets, 288; several 
maps, charts, etc. 

In his annual report the President stated that 
one year ago the Society had 4,34 bound vol- 
umes and 12,152 unbound volumes; tocal, 16,496. 
There had been received since then 988 bound 
and 3,692 anbound volumes. The aggregate now 
was 21,126. Papers had been read which added 
imporjant material for the history of the city, 
State, and the Northwest. The Gilpin fund, with 
interest, now amounted to over $46,000.

Mr. Biatchford, from the Committee, present- 
ed a memorial of the late Max Hjortsberg, which 
was ordered to be spread on the records. 

There nut being a quorum present, the elec- 
tion of officers was deferred until the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Jonathan Young Scammon then read a 
paper on The American Religion,“ which was 
a plea for the abandonment of sectarianism 
and the establishment of a Caristian unity 
founded on a trinity of truth,—belief in the 
divinity of the Lord, the sacredness of the Word, 
and the necessity for leading a good life. 
With the adoption of such a religion the pro- 
fession of the persecuting heresy-hunters 
would be no more esteemed than was the an- 
cient order of the Inquisition. 

The Rev. Jeremiah Porter, who was intro- 
duced as the one who had laid the foundations 
of Christianity in Chicago, made some interest- 
ing remarks about the city during and since the 
War, be having covercd its infant history on a 
previous occasion, and not being prepared to du 
us advertised,—read a paper on the early 
preachers. 

After thanking the two gentlemen for the en- 
tertainment afforded, the Society adjourned.

against $259,455,254 last year; exports of specie,

205, against $67,250,177 last year.

The dty-goods market presented no new feat- 
ures. There was a well-sustained movement in 
staple and seasonable goods, and a firmiy-sus- 
tained set of prices, standard sheetings and shirt- 
ings showing special strength. The grocery 
market was fairly active and again ruled steady. 
No changes of importance were developed in 
the market for dairy products. Butter contin- 
ued fairly active and firm, while cheese was 
again quoted dull, though with tine goods show- 
ing a trifle more of firmness.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Am Incandescent Carbon Lamp Which 
Page a Pleasant, Steady Light at Less 
t than Gas—The Light in Practical 

Use in New York City. 

New York Evening Post. 

in the reading-rooms of the Safe Deposit 
Company, in the basement of the Equitable 
Life-Insurance Building at No. 120 Broadway, 
may now be seen the first successful attempt to 
use the electric light from incandescent carbon. 
Edison made last winter, as every one will 
remember, a display of lamps which resembled 
those now shown in the Equitable Building, but 
none of the lamps at Menlo Park gave more 
than a light equal to ten candles. The other 
defects of the Edison lights were, that the 
power required was enormous and that 
the carbon gave, out sooner or later. 
often within afew days. One needs only to 
examine the lamps at No. 120 Broadway 
to see that something like perfection has been 
reached. In the reading-room there are ten 
lights,—a chandelier holding four lights, and six 
single brackets. The light, in quality, is very 
much like that from a first-class oil lamp, 
steadier than gas, and of a yellow, clear, pleas- 
ant quality. There is an entire ab sence ot the 
ghastly blue colorand none of the flickering 
which makes the arc lights (tobe seenin the 
basement corridor of the Equitable Building) so 
painful tothe eyes if borne for any length of 
time. The only criticism which may be made, 


and which would only be made by an expert ac- 
customed to examining electric lights, is that 
the pulsations of the engine are seen reflected 
in the changing intensity of the light, which 
falls and rises almost imperceptibly with 
every stroke of the engine which furnishes 
the power. in the vaults of the Safe 
Deposit Company there are fifty of 
these lamps, lighting up the whole place 
like daylight night and day. Some of the lamps 
bave been running for weeks; others for a few 
days only. It is only a matter of time for the 
Whole Equitable Building to be supplied in the 
same manner. The advantages of the light in 
the vaults, as one of the fuardians expluined, 
are, that all possible danger of fire is avoided, 
and that the atmosphere, which, with the very 
low ceilings, becomes rapidly tainted by burn- 

gas, remains perfectiy cool and sweet.

Fifteen Men and Four Women 
Who and What They 
Are. 


If there is one thing more than another of 
which the average man likes toread the details 
that thing is a first-class murder with the goriest 
of trimmings: and if there is one thing more 
another that some men would like to see that 
thing is the murderer and the murderee,” as 
an Arizona jury elegantly phrased it. There is 
a singular fascination to many in the ghastly 
butchery of a fellow-creature, and each of the 
horrible particulars,—when, where, and how it 
was done; what the Victim cried in his agony; 

oaths the murderer used; the size of the 
knife, or the calibre of the pistol; bow often the 
stab or shot was repeated; what vital organs 
were touched; how soon death would ensue; 
what the victim looked like, living and dead; 
and what the murderer’s appearance and opin- 
ions on the matter were,—these are points which 
must be given by every great newspaper of 
every murder occurring under its eye, or the 
public is not satisfied. 

Second to the murderin interest at the time 
of its occurrence is the murderer. But just as 
soon as his victim is shut away from sight, and 
the Coroner’s jury, and the Grand Jury, and the 
papers, and public opinion have had their little 
say about him, and he is tucked snugly in seven 
by nine quarters in the jail, he himself rises to 
be the lion of the whole affair, His name be- 
‘comes as a household word, his history is as well 
known as that of a retiring bank President, and 
anecdotes about him are circulated as freely as 
counterfeit tickets on election-day. 

The one puzzimg thing about him is his ap- 
pearance, and that is disappointing to a degree 


| awful to think of. Instead of being the burly, 


beetle-browed ruffian, with great shocks of wiry 
bair, a massive jaw, a piratical eye, a brigand's 
scowl, and a desperado’s countenance, he is 


often a mild-mannered, low - voiced, rather good- 
looking man, with a cast of countenance almost 
refined, and the expression of one whose mouth 
was just made for a dairy storehouse. It is in 
vain that the eye searches him for outward evi- 
dence of the moral deformity which led to the 
terrible deed recorded against bim,—he looks, 
perhaps, gentler than some Sunday-school teach- 
ers. Perhaps this is the reason he gets his fine 
workin so frequently on the American jury. 
But this is irrelevant. 

Just now the larder of Cook County Jail is 
well stocked with ladies and gentlemen under- 
going a process of refrigeration for the taking 
or human lite, and a TRIBUNE reporter went 
thither yesterday to take an inventory of the 


the deed which has entitled them to leisure and 
free board at public expense. 

The right of the upper tier of cells is fashion- 
ably known as Murderers’ Row.“ and here, in 
6x9 isolation, the occupants enjoy such recrea- 
tion as may be obtained from twiddling thumbs, 
counting flies, and playing that variety: of 
draughts for which the human nose and a 
grated window are the only requisits. 

FIRST ON THE LIST 


is Charles H. Campbell. Mr. Coney is quar- 
tered in Cell 7. Anthropologically, Mr. Camp- 
bell is a quadroon, physically of medium hight, 
with brown eyes, a dainty mustache, closely-cut 
hair, an expression of bewilderment at his situ- 
ation, and a glib tongue. Professionally Mr. 
Campbell is a barber. 

The circumstances weighing against him are 
brietiy these: At 9:36, Jan. 25, of the current 
year, Campbell was drunk and riotously tri- 
angulating his way along Harrison street, be- 
tween Clark and Fourth avenue, when he 
stumbled against Fenton H. Beattie, an honest 
mulatto, keeper of a restaurant at 14 Van 
Buren street. Campbell's bat fell off, and he 
drew a revolver and commanded Beattie to pick 
it up. Beattie obeyed, and replaced the hat on 
Campbell's bead and backed off from him in re- 
treat, when Campbell fired two shots, striking 
him in the abdomen. Then, running to 118 
Fourth avenue, Campbell attempted the life of 
his mistress, Hattie Kehoe, failed by reason of 
a bad cartridge, and handed ber the pistol, say- 
ing he was in trouble. Eu route. be threatened 
to blow the brains out of Mr. Thomas Soars,. an 
old gentieman passing along Harrison street, 
but excused him on account of his age. Beattie 
died one hour and-a half later, and Campbell 
was arrested. 

Yesterday Campbell strenuously denied ever 
having seen Beattie, eitherin life or in death, 
and says he remembers nothing whatever of the 
affair. In addition to his other accomplishb- 
ments Mr. Campbell is said to be a poet, and a 
sample of his work in that life was found upon 
bim. His attorneys are endeavoring to have 
this suppressed, however, knowing that it will 
make his case hopeless with the jury if it is read 
in open court. 

HULTGREN. 

In Celi 38 the swart face, snaky black eyes, 
black mustache, hair, and shaggy brows of Claus 
Hultgren, the murderer of Aaron Johansen, 
greeted the reporter’s gaze. The history of the 
crime is too well known to need more than ref- 
erence. Hultgren and Jobansen were friends, 
and came to Chicago together from Sweden. On 
Sunday, July 4, the body of a man with bis 
throat cut and skull crushed was found in an 
ice-pond on Western avenue. For. several days 
it was unidentified: Then it was shown to be that 
of Johansen, last seen in company with his 
friend Hultgren. Simultaneously a 85 bill 
which had been patched with a fragment of a 
hair-restorer advertisement was found in pos- 
session of a flagman on the Northwestern Rail- 
road, to whom Huittgren had loaned it the day 
after Johansen's disapperrance. Subsequently 
the cashier of the tannery-at which Johunsen 
worked identified the bill as one paid todeceased 
the week before. Upon the evidence of this 
mute witness Hultgren was arrested. Of course, 
he denies all knowledge of the crime, and had 
no statement to make yesterday. 

ANDERSEN. ; 

With him languishes the mild-faced, blue- 
eyed, long-bearded Andrew Andersen, a Swede, 
40 years of age, whose meekness of appearance 
is belied by the fact that on the night of Sept. 
17. in a drunken brawi at No. 20 Bremer street, 
he drove a nine-inch blade through the temples 
of John Lend. Andersen, like his cell-mate, 
had nothing to say pending his trial, which is 
set for Dec. 2. 

PRINCE ALBERT JONES, 
the light comedian of Murderer’s Row, was 
found whistling a merry tune in Cell 39. Prince 
Albertis a mulatto of the shade cigarmakers 
would call Colorado Claro,” is 25 years of age, 
wears his hair so close that the kink is scarcely 
noticeable, and gives his mustache an upward 
twirl quite becoming. He was neatly dressed,

He refused, the man 
struck at him, be pushed, and the man disap- 
peared.

He laid the quurrel and its conse- 
quences to drink, seemed to take the matter 
coolly, and said the future would take care of 
itself. 
MINNIE DIXON. 

Turning now into the women’s department 
the first one seen was Minnie “Dixon,” or, as 
she says, “Dickinson,” who stabbed Thomas 
Delana on State street last July in a Dago 
restaurant. He had followed her in tho 
shop, struck her. and shoved her roughly 
over to the window. There she caught up a 
knife and etruck at him, witn fatal result. She 
is rather a large woman, fair haired, and 8— 
sessed of good features. She spends most of her 
time in tears for Delana, whom she says she 
loved madly, and avers that.she had no idea it 
was a knife she clutched when she struck at him. 
She was hving with Delana at the time, and he 
was furiously jealous of her, frequently quar- 
reling.

WISCONSIN. 


The New Chief-Justice—The Anteced- 
ents of Judges Cole and Cassoday. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 


Maprson, Wis., Nov. 13.—The Hon. Orsamus 


Cole, who has just been appointed Chief-Justice 
of the Supreme Courtof Wisconsin by Gov. 
Smith, is one of the oldest and best-known citi- 
zens of that Staiwart Republican Common- 
wealth. He was born in Cazenovia, N. Y., in 
1819, and graduated at Union College in 1843. In 
1845 he came West, and after spending a few 
months in Chicago finally located at Potosi, in 
Grant County, Wis., where he entered upon 
the practice of thé law. In 1847 he was elected a 
member of the first Constitutional Convention; 
in which body he served with marked ability and 
fidelity, and took a prominent part in shaping 
the important portions of the new Constitution. 
In 1848 he was the Whig candidate for Congress 
in the Second Congressional District against the 
Hon. A. Hyatt Smith, Democrat, and George W. 
Crabbe, Free. Soiler. The district then 
comprised the western haif of § the 
State of Wisconsin, and the campaign 
was enlivened by joint discussions between 
Smith and Cole at all the principal paints in the 
district. The result was the triumphant election 
of Judge Cole, then one of the youngest men 
that ever held a seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. In 1853 Mr. Cole was nominated by 
the Whigs as their candidate for Attorney-Gen- 
ernl, but the party was on the verge of dissolu- 
tion, and the entire ticket was defeated. Ln 1855, 
the Republican party then being fuily organ- 
ized, and Judge Cole having taken an active 
— in its formation, he was nominated by the 

epublicans as their candidate for Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, against Samuel 
Crawford, Democrat, and at that time the in- 
cumbent of the office. From that day to this 
Judge Cole has been an honored, faithful, and 
trusted member of the court of last resort, and 
now, after witnessing the death of two Chief-Jus- 
tices,—Whiton in 189, and Ryan in 1880.— 
he is the choice of the people, the Bar, and 
the Governor to assume the duties of the office 
of Chief-Justice. That he will fill the responsi- 
bie and dignified position with credit to himself 
and honor to the State he has already given the 
public assurance by twenty-five years of able, 
conscientious, and thoroughly upright service 
in the line of duty now open before him. His 
election by the people will take piace in April 
next, when he will be chosen Obief-Justice for a 
term of ten years, probably without opposition. 
Judge Cole defeated his last Democratic op- 
ponent, M. M. Cothren, in 1878, by over 33,000 
majority. 

JUDGE CASSODAY. 

The promotion of Judge Cole tothe Chief- 
Justiceship made the position of Associate Just- 
ice vacant, which the Governor hus filled by the 
appointment of the Hon. John B. Cassoday, of 
Junesville.. Mr. Cassoday is the youngest mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, being about 45 years 
of age; and has never held any judicial office 
antil mow. He has long been recognized as 
one of the leading lawyers of the State, 
but is better known among the common peop e 
as a politician than as an attorney. He has al- 
ways been a close student of political affairs, 
and studies governmental problems as he does 
his law cases,—with thoroughness and exhaust- 
ge patience,—and never speaks upon a subject, 

itil he has mastered it. He has served one 
term as Speaker of the Assembly, making a 
quick and discerning presiding officer. He was 
the Permanent President of the last Republican 
State Convention, and Chairman of the Wiscon- 
sin delegation in the Chicago National Conven- 
tion. The prominent part be took in the nomi- 
nation of Gen. Garfield is too well remembered 
to need here more than brief mention. As in 
the cause of Chief-Justice Cole, Mr. Cassoday’s 
appointment must be referred to the people for 
confirmation at the ballot-box next spring, and, 
if chosen, his term of office will run until 1890. 

While the action of Gov. Smith in appointing 
Judge Cole to be Chief-Justice meets with the 


j approbation of both political parties, his selec- 


tion of Mr. Cassoday as Associate Justice in 
place of Cole is received with considerable un- 
favorable comment by the Democrats of the 
State, because there is but one Judge out of the 
five now upon the Bench whois a Democrat. 
At the last election forGovernor in Wisconsin 
the vote stood, in round numbers, as follows: 
Republicans, 100,000; Democrats, 75,000. They 
claim that they have a moralright to two out of 
the five Judges, and when 
CHIEF-JUSTICe RYAN 


was alive that was the political division of the 
Bench,—Ryan and Orton demg Democrats, and 
Cole, Taylor, and Lyon being Kepublicans. They 
hold that a minority so large and respectable as 
theirs should be recognized in a matter of 
s0 much importance, and they cite the fact that 
from 1855, when Cole defeated Crawford, until 
1873, when Kyan was 12 * there was not a 
Democrat upon the Bench for a single term. 
For this reason the Democrats will be likely to 
contest Mr. Cassoday’s election by the people, 
although a party contest in Wisconsin does not 
promise them success, Neither are the Demo- 
crats able to point to a single instance whore 
they had the power to elect a judicial officer, 
and waived the privilere in favor of one of their 
political opponents. The Republicans of Wis- 
cousin bave made two such concessions in favor 
of Democrats for the sake of divesting the Court 
of its so-called partisan character, but no such 
yrecedent can be quoted on the part of the 
smocracy.
